ONDON, July 18.—Ruasia's cri 
sis has been further compll- 
cated by a bold attempt of the 
Maximalists to kidnap A. F. Keren- 


sky, Minister of War, who is mov- 


ing to inspire the new Russia, and 
the swift and deadly foe of the pro- 
German intrigue. 

Dispatches from Petrograd say 
that in the recent riots after the 
firing in the Nevsky Prospekt, sol- 
diers, sailors and civilian Maximal- 
ists, heavily armed, terrorized part 
of the city as they rushed about in 
automobiles. 

Six of these armed motor cars 
rushed to the Warsaw railroad sta- 
tion to intercept Minister Kerensky, 
who was known to be leaving for 
the front. The War Minister es- 
caped them by only a few minutes. 


During this disturbance, for the 
first time since the revolution, Cos- 


sacks appeared and patrolled the | 


streets. Some of them were dis- 
mounted, leading horses to the sad- 


dies of which machine guns, were} 


strapped. 
ACTION OF COUNCIL. 


The council of the new body of 
soldiers, workmen and peasants of 
all Russia, the extremists abstain- 
ing from participation, has passed 
a resolution rejecting “with indigna- 
tion all attempts to influence” the 
attitude of that body. 

“It is inadmissible,” say the reso- 
lution, “that armed demonstrations 
should seek to impose the will of 
isolated military elements upon the 
whole of Russia. Blood has been 
shed in the streets of Petrograd. 
All these acts toward our revolution- 
ary army, which is defending the 
conquests of the revolution at the 
front, are acts of treachery and fel- 
ony. Whoever attacks the recog- 
nized democratic agencies, whoever 
sows discord in their ranke, is strik- 
ing a dangerous blow in the back of 
the revolutionary army which is 
fighting against the troops of Wil- 
liam.” 

The resolution closes with the 
command that “all acts which dis- 
honor revolutionary Petrograd,” be 
ended once and for all. 

The city this morning was quiet 
under a continuous downpour of 
rain. Yesterday's list of casualties, 
so far as-ascertained, comprises six 
persons killed and 238 wounded. 


Most of those killed yesterday 
were in sight of the Nadezhdenskaia 
when the Moscow RBolsheviki troope 
opened fire on unarmed Cossacks 
Passing in the Nevsky Prospekt. 
Their own firing started a panic in 
which five of their number were 
killed and twenty wounded. 

The Maximalists have asked for 
more help from Kronstadt, most of 
the Kronstadt contingent having re- 
turned home last night. It was ru- 
mored today that a second influx of 
Kronetadt sailors might be expected

TCHNERNOFF ARRESTED. 


M. Tchnernoff, Minister of Agri- 
culture, was arrested at the Duma 
by Maximaliets, who started to take 
him away in an automobile as a 
hostage as he was delivering an ad- 
dress from the steps the build- 
ing. The Minister was roughly han- 
died by the crowd, but as he was 
befng taken from the ground he was 
recognized by Trotzky, one of the 
the agitator Lenine’s leutenants, 
who protested and harangued the 
Minister's captore and secured his 
release.

M. Tchnernoff is accounted for by 
yesterday's rumor concerning the 
arrest of M. Tchetdse, president of 
the Central Executive Committee of 
the Council of Workmen's and Sol-

ARRESTED BY PATROL. 


A group of Maximalists were ar- 
rested by patrols on their way to 
take possession of the telegraph and 
cable offices. 

At a conference of Ministers and 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ Delegates 
last evening it was decided to place 
the city under martial control. Gen. 
Polotseff, Governor of the militarr 
district, was summoned and in- 
structed to use all the loyal troops 
to put down the insurrection. As a 
result he ordered out the Cossacks 
and several companies of infantry to 
patrol the streets.

‘A MUTINY 
IN THE FRENCH ARMY. 


Bluejackets of Our Convoys Declare 


Gen. Pershing Saved the Day. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


OSTON, July 18.—Two Bos- 

ton papers, the Traveler 
and the Record, today 
Printed the following: 

AN ATLANTIC PORT, July 
17.—The entire French army 
had planned a strike and to re- 
fuse to continue a fight they 
believed could end only in ex- 
tinction, and France was in 
danger of complete surrender, 
with terribie consequences to 
the Allies and the United States 
when Pershing arrived with the 
first contingent of the Amert- 


This was the remarkable 
story told today by bluejackets 
of transports which arrived 
yesterday. They declared that 
every effort had-been made by 
Allied censors and by censors in 
the United States to prevent 
news of the situation from 
reaching the peoples of the bel- 
ligerent countries on the Allies’ 
side. 

According to the bluejackets, 
the disaffection started in the 
first-line trenches. Men com- 
plained that they were throw- 
ine their lives away, -with no 
hope in the world of eventual 
success. They openly sneered at 
the efforts of their officers and 
thelr statesmen to infuse them 
with a new martial spirit. 

MUTINY SPREADS. 

Every effort was made to 
curb the rebellious spirit of the 
men, but with no success, ace 
cording to the bluetackets. The 
mutiny spread through the en- 
tire lines, including practically 
every regiment in the army of 
offense, and then included the 
army of occupation, as the sup- 
porting divisions are called. 

The men had issued an ulti- 
rmatum to the officers, declaring 
that thev would not ficht. They 
replied to threats of summarv 
court-martial and death by bid- 


ding the officers to find firing 
squads to carry out their orders 
they could. 

The situation had reached its 
climax when Gen. Pershing ar- 
rived with his soldiers. He 
told them that the United States 
was really in the fight now, and 
that they did have every chance. 
He gave them tbe inspiring 
news that he was followed 
closely with a detachment of the 
best-trained fighters in the 
United States, and that his first 
detachment would be followed 
by others as fast as they could 
be transported. 

According to the information 
received by these returned 
bluejackets of the transport 
service Gen. Pershing’s assur- 
ances ‘resulted only in a post- 
ponement of the “strike” of the 
French army “‘to see if he told 
the truth.” 

AMERICANS TURN TABLES. 

It was the actual arrival of 
the first contingent of the 
American expedition that 
turned the tables, the American 
sailors declared. As soon as the 
men could be landed they were 
rushed to the front, so that 
they could be seen and the 
promise of Gen. Pershing sub- 
stantiated by the sight of Amer- 
ican soldiers in American uni- 
forms. 

The men declared that every 
effort was made to keep this 
serious condition of affairs from 
the sailors who were to return 
‘to the United States, and men 
were warned to keep to them- 
nelves whatever they had 
learned of conditions in France, 
being instructed that the offi- 
cials of the War and Navy De- 
partment would do all the in- 
forming necessary. 

l-BOAT ENCOUNTER. 


The returned bluejackets al- 
so told of an encounter with a 
single U-boat while still two 
davs from France, in which the 
l’-boat was destroved. One of 
the destroyers sighted a peri- 
scope of a U-boat cruising 


awash. It signaled its informa- 
tion and started toward the 
eraft. Orders were received 

- from the flagship of the flotilla 
of *warships §convoying the 
transports to attack with 
grenades. These orders were 
carried out, but the submarine 
easily eluded the missiles, ac- 
cording to the sailors. Mean- 
while the destroyers maneu- 
vered to surround the enemy, 
which took to its heels, outdis- 
tancing the slower American 
craft. 

It was then that a shot from 
one of the heavier ships in the 
flotilla hit the submarine at the 
base of the conning tower, car- 
rying away tower and periscope 
and all. Other shots followed, 
some taking effect. The trans- 
ports, their decks alive with 
men alarmed by the_ shots, . 
ploughed along, through waves 
shimmering with of] and dotted 
with wreckage, and an occasion- 
al body, all that was left of the 
T’-boat. The bluefackets de- 
clared that this was the onlv 
encounter of which they had 
heard on the trip over. 

The strike so narrowly avert- 
ed by the arrival of the Amer- 
fean troops was the sole topte 
of conversation on the convoys 
on the return trip, the sailors 
said. 

MORE SOLDIERS NEEDED. 

Many of the men were of the 
opinion that when the French 
discovered that the first detach- 
ment was so small, less than the 
casualties they have endured tn 
ean hour's firhtine. it would be 
difficult to keep them In spirits 
until the rest of the Amertecan 
troops arrived. 

The bluejackets declared that 
the French potlus were frankly 
skeptical of everything that was 
told them that was not ¢on- 
firmed by some personal contact. 
They were afraid that before 
the weight of the United States

Gérmany has taken 
up arms only in the defense of her 
liberty, and independence and for 
the protection of her territorial 
ons. 

“The Reichstag aspires to a peace 
by negotiations and a_ perpetual 
reconciliation among nations. With 
a peace such as this, all annexation 
by force, and all political, indus- 
trial and financial measures under- 
taken by violence are incompatible.

There hts been a remarkable 
increase during the last forty-eight 
hours In the volume of the enemy's 
fire around Lens salient from hill 
70 on the north to Avion on the 
south.

Representatives of Fifteen Or-

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Repre-

bushel for wheat in the food control 
bill.

The price-fixing section as pro- 
posed, the resolutions declared, 
would permit “gambling, speculation 
and exportation to proceed without 
restriction.” 

Among many amendments sub- 
mitted but net acted on during the 
day was one by Senator Pomerene 
giving the President authority to 
take over and pool or regulate, 
through the Trade Commission, coal, 
coke, petroleum and its products, 
when in his judgment it is neces- 
sary, and to fix the prices and pro- 
vide for distribution.

Calls Her a Slaughterer and 
Anarchistic Conspirator. 


Pleads for the Assessment of 
the Death Penalty. 


Defines Efforts to Prove an 
Alibi as Framed Lies.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 
Characterizing Mrs. Rena Mooney, 
whose trial for murder grew out of 
the preparedness parade bomb ex- 
Plosion here last July, as “a cold- 
blooded slaughterer of women and 
children” and “an anarchistic con- 
spirator,” Dist.-Atty. Charles M. 
FPickert asked for her conviction in 
his opening address before the jury 
late today. 

The District Attorney included in 
his argument a plea for the assess- 
ment of the death penalty, which 
under the laws of California is dis- 
Cretionary with the jury in first-de- 
gree murder cases where conviction 
is secured. 

That the efforts of the defendant 
to prove an alibi for herself were 
lies “conceived by one old and 
schooled in crime” was the declara- 
tion of Fickert. 

“The defendante In these bomb 
cases knew how to fix and frame an 
alibi,” said Fickert. 

“This is the most important case 
that has ever been tried before an 
American court, not excepting the 
trial of those who assassinated the 
immortal Lincoln,” continued Fick- 
ert. “This defendant and her fel- 
low anarchists, in the time of peace 
and tranquillity, murdered ten mes 
and women and maimed fifty peo- 
ple because they were bent on de- 
stroying the very government which 
Lincoln preserved and defended and 
for which he gave his life.” 

Fickert aeked the jury to “cast 
away all the maudlin sentimentali- 
ties that have been indulged in be- 
cause the defendant is a woman.” 

“It is important that the death 
penalty of anarchy be issued out of 
this court,” said Fickert. “The de- 
fendant is not only condemned by 
the testimony of scores of disinter- 
ested witnesses—but she ts damned 
by the writinge of the 
found in her possession. 

He declared Mrs. Mooney was the 
Mrs. Surratt of the bomb conspiracy 
and that she should be made to pay 
the penalty “for the blood she has 
shed, as Mre. Surratt was made to 
pay the penalty for the murder of 
Lincoln.” 

“Alexander Berkman was at the 
head of this anarchistic conspiracy,” 
eald Fickert. He called Berkman 
the arch-anarchist of the United 
States.

So now each German army has 
had attached to it one or two bat- 
talions of these “shock units.” 3 

Henceforth, according to the new- 
est regulations, each German army 
corps is to roganize a “shock unit” 
of its own. Orders have been issued 
by the German high command that 
in certain cases each infantry brigade 
is to have a “shock unit” consisting 
of a company, and the companies 
may be united, should circumstances 
call for ft, into a battalion. 

The shock units are never used for 
the holding of a sector of the line. 


They go into action only when a dif- 
ficult operation is to be executed.

the opposing forces occurred on 
Troitsky bridge, where the Cossacks 
met a body of armed demonstrants. 
The Cossacks were armed only with 
sabres. A brisk fire was opened by 
the insurrectionists, whereupon the 
Cossacks fled up Liteiny Prospekt, 
many of them abandoning their 
horses. Several Cossacks and 
twelve horses were killed. 

Later a brush between armed gov- 
ernment troops and Maximalists oc- 
curred near the Duma. The Max- 
imalists were quickly dispersed, leav- 
ing behind seventeen wounded. 

A majJority of the regiments of the 
Petrograd garrison and most of the 
armored motor car detachments are 
supporting the government. A ma- 
chine-gun regiment stationed at St. 
Rielna has signified its willingness to 
come to the government’s aid. 


POLOTSEFF’S ACTION. 
{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

LONDON, July 18.—A Reuter dis- 
patch from Petrograd filed on Tues- 
day night reads: 

“Gen. Polotseff, the military gov- 
ernor of Petrograd, has issued the 
following order of the day:

LVOFF’S TELEGRAM.

AT FULL SPEED. 


POMONA VALLEY HOUSES ARE 
DOING BIG BUSINESS, 


—_ 


Managers Report They are 
Able to Get Plenty of Women to 
Care for the Fruit and Most of 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
POMONA, July 18.—This is the 
big week for the deciduous fruit 
canners in the Pomona Valley. The 
Sunset and Pomona Valley canner- 
les are grinding through about sixty 
tons of apricots per day. The fruit 
is of splendid quality and is ripening 
evenly, although the hot weather te 
bringing it on at such a rate of 
speed that the volume of fruit that 
is being delivered is almost  over- 
taxing the capacity of the canning 
factories. 
The managers report that they 
have been able to get plenty of 
women to work in the fruit, because 
many housewives who really do not 
feel the pinch of necessity are work- 
ing in the fruit this year to make 
a little extra money for the sake of 
feeling on the safe side financially 
in case the war is of long duration. 
Most of the women and girle are 
expert fruit workers, but there are 
quite a number who are laying 
aside. their housework for a few 
weeks in order to earn some - pin 
money and provide themselves with 
winter clothes. 

It looks like a six-weeks’ run on 
apricots, although the warm weath- 
er may limit the harvest to four 
weeks. The canneries are working 
a total of nearly 400 Women and 
girls here and the pay roll is mak- 
ing money easier than it has been 
for months. The fruit workers are 
getting better pay this year than 
they have been accustomed to re- 
ceiving. Ten cente box was 
paid for cutting apricots last year; 
the rate is 12 cents this summer. 
Corresponding good wages are be- 
ing paid for other work in connec- 
tion with the fruit pack. 

The government has requisitioned 
720,000 cans of this year’s pack of 
tomatoes from the Sunset and the 
Pomona Valley companies. The 
United States wants 12 per cent. of 
all the peas and 18 per cent. of all 
the tomatoes canned by all the can- 
neries in the country. The local can- 
ners are expecting to pack about 
3000 tons of tomatoes and it wil] be 
necessary for them to cancel big 
contracts with wholesalers in order 
to give the government the required 
amount of tomatoes, The govern- 
ment is also going to requisition 


peaches and apricots.

was long ago presented and urged by Mr. 
Taft and his compeers, for a league among 
nations to secure: 

(1.) An international court of justice es- 


tablished by a world conference and sus 


tained by public opinion. 
(2.) An international council] of concilia- 


(3.) A world conference meeting regu- 
larly to support the court and council, and 
to interpret and expand international law. 

(4.) A permanent continuation commit- 
tee of the world conference. 

There may be sald to be a world con- 
currence in the project of forming a world 
peace league, and there are but two suab- 
jects to be considered in such connection, 
One is the time for forming the league, 
and the other is the limitation to be placed 
upon its powers when it shall be formed. 

To attempt the formation of such a 
league before the termination of the pres- 
ent war would be simply to perpetuate the 
present conditions of a league or alliance 
between the Central Powers on the one 
hand, and an alliance between England, 


‘France, Russia, Italy and the United States 


on the other hand. It would result in two 
leagues, neither of them peace leagues and 
both of them war leagues. ; 

The present belligerents will have many 
questions to settle—questions of boundaries, 
questions of indemnities, questions which 
pertain to the future commercial and in- 
dustrial relations of the several warring 
powers toward each other. The proposed 
peace league ought to take no part in the 


‘settlement of these questions. As soon as 


they are settled it should begin its exist- 
ence and not until then, for its mission 
will be to prevent future wars and not 
to interfere with the existing conflict. It 
may be that many of these questions can- 
not be settled except upon terms prescribed 
by the conqueror and acquiesced in by the 
conquered, and sooner or later there must 
be a conqueror and a conquered, or else, 
as it not Mkely, a peace resulting from mv 
tual exhaustion. 


When the peace league shal] be in opera 
tion it should deal with international law 
and international rights and obligations 
only. With domestic differences in the 
states comprising its membership, its 
court of justice, its council of concilia 
tion, its congress and its officers should 
rigidly refuse to interfere, even by sugges- 
tion, unless requested to do so by all the 
parties to the difference. | 

Its membership would consist of repubd 
Mos, empires, kingdoms, principalities and 


gall forms of government. It should be able 


to say to China, “Become a republic, or 
revert to a kingdom, as your people choose,” 
and to Turkey, “Remain a despotism, or 
adopt a constitutional government, as your 
people choose,” and to Germany, “Be gov- 
ernead by a Reichstag or dominated by «a 
Hohenzollern, as your choose. The Nation 
of Nations will not interfere with your local 
form or your loca] edministration of govern- 
ment. Maintain all the troops you need for 
a domestic police, and have all the officials 
you need to have, and pass and enforce 
euch laws for the government of your own 
people, as you choose. The Nation of Na 
tions will not attempt to dictate to you in 
any way except in matters relating to your 
rights upon the high seas, or your rela 
tions with the subjects or the governments 
of other nations, and, on such subjects, be- 
fore the International Court of Justice, the 
International: Counctf of Conciliation, or the 
World Congress, Switzerland will be the 
equal of the United States, and Ecuador 
the equal of Germany. The army of the 
Nation of Nations would be made up of 
men contributed proportionately by the 
member nations, and if, as is most unlikely, 
ite services should be required against a 
member, the troops contributed by that 
member would not, as a measure of policy, 
be included in the expeditionary force sent 
to enforce the decree of the National Court, 
Council, or Congress. 

The cost of conducting the Nation of Na- 
tions, divided as it would be among its 
members proportionally or equitably, would 
be the veriest trifle. 

When the dynamite bombs shall no longer 


be dropped, when the submarines shall be 


come carriers of passengers and freight, 
when the soldiers shall emerge from the 
trenches and the war drums cease to throb, 
the Nation of Nations will be formed. The 
subject of its formation was discussed re- 
cently by seventy able speakers at the five- 
day national conference of the New York 
Academy of Political Science at Long 
Beach, N. Y., educators, publicists, diplo- 
mats, lawyers, sociologists, editors and 
business men of international reputation 
Zave exceptional value to the programme. 
The assemblage of three or four hundred 
delegates and guests represented leadership 
in every walk of life. Speakers and audi- 
tors alike were able to learn things at this 
conference—-which may be considered the 
highest compliment to its quality. Its in- 
fluence must be widespread.

SHORTAGE OF DABOR. 

The future of democracy, and with it 
the future of civilization itself, is menaced 
by a shortage of labor in the countries from 
which the Allies must draw their supplies. 
The United States is falling away behind 
its possible maximum production by reason 
of arbitrary barriers that separate the 
worker from the land. | 

France solved its industrial labor prod 
lem with commendable promptness by im- 
porting hundreds of thousands of Orientals 
to take the place of the workmen now 
fighting so gallantly on the western front. 
Two hundred thousand Chinese laborers 
are now harvesting crops in Southern 
France and Algeria and another hundred 
thousand are on the way to aid in the fall 


or previous condition of servitude.” 
doing so she has pointed to the United 
States the way to solve its problem of 
ripened crops rotting in the flelds, of a 
million acres of fallow idnd lying idle, of 
transportation lines clogged because there 
is no coal for the engines, and of a produc- 
tion that threatens to fall below the pres- 
ent year’s level when another million units 
of our already hopelessly inadequate labor 


‘ gupply are withdrawn from industry to fol- 


low the road to France. 

Despite reams of glittering generalities, 
this country is not doing its part so long 
as it does not make use of available units 
of labor wherever they are to be had in 
order to furnish to our Allies the supplies 
which they must have to bring the present 
war to a successful conclusion. Supplies 
valued at millions of dollars are going to 
waste in California this summer because 
labor is not available to harvest the ripened 
crops. We have taken a nasty fall at the 
first hurdle. The Chinese Exclusion Act, a 
barrier of our own making, keeps a mil- 
lion acres of highly productive land idle 
on the Pacific Coast while a million Chi- 
nese and Japanese laborers rest in idie- 
ness on the other side of the barrier. A 
crime against democracy !s being commit- 
ted that is almost without a parallel in 
the history of free countries. 

Thousands of acres of sugar beets were 
ruined last spring because laborers could 
not be secured to thin and cultivate the 
growing plants. A prominent sugar beet 
grower has estimated that 4000 laborers 
are needed, in addition to the present avail- 
able supply, in order to harvest the beets 
already grown. 

Millions of bushels of wheat are going 
to waste in the Middle West and the Far 
West because the men and the machinery 
are not to be had to harvest the already 
ripened crops. Reports from the western 

railroads are to the effect that a se 
rious fuel shortage threatens. The rail-

roads are not able to renew their present. 
contracts for oll by reason of the increas- 


ing shortage in that product. They desire 


to return to:the use of coal; but men are 
not available to work in the mines. Every 
day the situation grows worse. State, 
county and Federal defense committees con- 
tinue to hold meetings and talk learnedly 
about government regulation and govern- 
ment price fixing, but they scurry for cover 
like frightened rabbits when the sugges- 
tion is made that they recommend to Con- 
gress a modification of the Chinese Exciu- 
sion Act that will permit laborers to popu 
late and cultivate the acres. 

There has been a steadily increasing 
shortage of farm labor on the Pacific Coast 
for several years. The average American 
workman prefers the city to the country. 
He will work in the city for. enough to 
keep body and soul together, rather than 
go into the cbuntry where he will be well 
fed, will have steady employment, but will 
have none of the night life that the great 
centers of population offer. In California 
this defect was in part supplied by Mexican 
labor. But several thousand Mexicans fled 
from California back to their native soll 
rather than register under the Federal con- 
scription act, They conceived the idea that 
to register meant that they would be forced 
to serve in the United States Army. This 
misunderstanding cost California and Ari- 
zona at least 10,000 laborers at a time when 
their services are sorely needed. California 
industrial districts could assimilate 100,000 


ortental laborers within the next sixty days 


without affecting the labor market in the 
municipalities. 

Sam Gompers in Washington and Walter 
MoArthur tn San Francisco are intimidat- 
ing the Wilson administration to the ex- 
tent that the Democratic majority in Con- 
grees is afraid to act. These union labor 
despots are gloating over the condition 
which the Geary Act has produced. While 
there is a shortage of labor in the mines 
these bosses are shackling with ball and 
chain the mining industry. When a western 
shipbuilder seeks government contracts, 
they promptly threaten to tle up his ship- 
yards indefinitely unless he yields to the 
despotism of the closed shop. 

These despots care nothing about the na- 
tional defense. They are actuated solely by 
the hope of what they can get out of the 
war in the way of shorter hours and more 
pay for union labor. They are striving 
their utmost to continue the present labor 
stringency, caring nothing that the cause 
of lberty and humanity ts suffering thereby, 
so long as they and their retainers can 
get something out of it. While the Prest- 
dent is marshalling the forces of the re- 
public to combat a military despotism in 
Europe he is aiding by his irresolution in 
the establishment of a despotism within 
the republic at home as unscrupulous, as 
arbitrary and as great an enemy of democ- 
racy as the House of Hohenzollern itself. 

Our republic is not keeping faith with 
its own allies so long as it maintains the 
artificial barrier which will make produc- 
tich grow steadily less, by reason of the 
industrial unite that are withdrawn for 
service at the front, when it is within our 
power to remove those barriers with a sin- 
gie stroke of the pen. The Geary Act is 
today a menace to the democracy and the 
civilization of the world. Let it be so modi- 
fied that useful labor may be secured, un- 
der due regulation, during the period of 
the war, to bring the production of this 
country to its possible maximum. Make 
way for democracy! Politicians and union 
labor bosses must step aside.

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SAILORS’ CAMP 
QUARANTINED. 


San Diego to Prevent Spread 
of Spinal Meningitis. 


Medical Experts from North 


Called to the Scene. 


Disease is Said to Have been 
Contracted in Chicago. 


As a preventative measure 
against epinal meningitis in the 
navy, the task of taking throat and 
nose cultures of every one of the 
1700 apprentice seamen now  sta- 
tioned at the Naval Training Camp 
in Balboa Park, San Diego, has been 
begun by that city’s health depart- 
ment. 

In the past mofith a number of 
cases have developed among the 
men semt from Goat Island, and one 
death resulted. In all, Dr. A. E. 
Banks, health officer, reports there 
havé been sixteen cases at the train- 
ing camp and three from the cruiser 
San Diego. As preventative meas- 
ures were taken at once by Capt. 
W. D. Brotherton, commandant, and 
Health Officer Banks, the situation 
is said to be well 9 hand. 

A quarantine of the training camp 
and the sailors went into effect last 
Saturday, and, as a further pre- 
cautionary meafrure, no re- 
cruits will be transported there or 
to or from any of the training 
camps until the disease shall have 
been controlled, which probably will 
be very soon. 

Owing to the immense amount of 
laboratory work involved in exam- 
ining all the recruits, Dr. E. Kelly 
of Berkeley of the State Board of 


Health has been detalled to assist in 


the investigation. 


At the invitation 
ot Dr. Banks and Dr. Kelly, Prof. 
H. K. Meyer, associate professor of 
tropical medicine at the Llooper 
Foundation for Medica] Research, 
San Francisco, will reach San

First Settlement Day Under 
War-time Rates. 


Many Thousands of Dollars} 
for Men at Camp.

No Gambling, but Big Rush 
to Bank Money. 


Paydays will follow in swift re- 
currence for the soldiers of the Sev- 
enth California Infantry, who re- 
ceived $14,700 tn gold and silver 
coin yesterday afternoon at the 
hands of Capt. A. F. Moulton. 

It was the first payday Under the 
increased wartime rates, and the 
soldiers who have been getting 
along with $15 a month found 


themselves the possessors of even 
more than that amount after the 
usual bills that soldiers contract 
were paid. Privates of the lowest 
rank were handed three shining 
ten-dollar gold pieces, and the rate 
of pay extended on up to as high 
as $80 for the enlisted men. 
Soldiers with*service in the regu- 
lar army declare that the payday 
at Arcadia was unlike anything they 4 
have ever seen. They say there was 
no gambling, and that a rush was 
made on the bank of the army Y¥.M, 
C.A., where Secretaries George Run- 
yon and Tom Clay were kept busy 
making out checks for money to be 
sent away and placed on deposit, 
where it will draw interest. The old 
soldiers account for the character 
of the payday by the character of 
the men, most of whom are young- 
stergs who are away from home for 
the first time, and who have not 
acquired the spending habit. 

It was distinctly a soldiers’ pay- 
day, for the officers of the regiment 
received thelr pay by check on the 
Ist of the month, the delay for the 
enlisted men having been caused by 
a change in the Quartermaster De- 
partment.

LAW'S VALIDITY 
IS QUESTIONED. 


Supervisor Hamilton Attacks 
Penal Code System. 


Says Lack of Appeal Rights 


Negatives Provisions. 


Trial is Scheduled for Last 
- of This Month. 


Supervisor Hamilton sent official 
notice to Chief Deputy District At- 
torney Cryer yesterday to the effect 
that he is filing an application to 
the District Court of Appeal, asking 
for a writ of prohibition against the 
forthcoming trials of himself and 
other officials charged by the grand 
jury with misconduct of office. 

The law covering the charges and 


proceedings does not permit of an 
appeal from the Superior Court de- 
cision. This, according to the con- 
tention of Mr. Hamilton, invalidates 
the entire section of the Penal Code 
under which he is accused. The 
deficit of $1,260,000 in the county 
treasury brought about the investiga- 
tion of the grand jury and subse- 
quent actions. The trial] Is scheduled 
for the 31st inst. 

According to statements made by 
members of the Board of Supervisors, 
and the other county officers direct- 
ly affected, the deficit in county funds 
has been the accumulation of over- 
drafts on various funds yearly since 
1914. Supervisors Hamilton and 
Woodley have each stated that they

CLEAR WAY FOR WORK ON 
CHATSWORTH RESERVOIR. 


T: —HE way was elearea. by they 


Public Service Commission yesa- 

terday for the almost unmedi- 
ate beginning of the work on the 
construction of the Chatsworth res- 
ervoir, to be located at the . ex- 
treme westerly limits of the mu- 
nicipality, in the upper end of the 
San Fernando Valley. 

An agreement has been reached 
with the Porter Estate Company for 
the purchase of the special tracts of 
land that were yet needed to compiete 


the layout for this great water stor- 
age basin. The commission author- 
ized President del Valle and Secre- 
tary Vroman to sign the contract 
to purchase, and as soon as the cer- 


tifeate of title can be secured, the; 
city will take possession and con- 


struction will begin. 

The land consists of .1205 acres 
and the purchase price is to be 
$225,000, of which $25,000 is to be 
the initial payment. The balance is 
to be paid at the rate of $10,000 per 
month, with 6 per cent. interest on 
deferred payments. 

The Chatsworth reservoir will 
contain 1443 acres, the other par- 
cels of land required having been 
secured from various owners. It will 
be a great storage basin for the win- 
ter flow of the Los Angeles aqueduct, 
and will absolutely assure the city’s 
water supply for many weeks, even 
@hould a disaster occur oon the 
great water-carrier, reaching down 
from the Sierras. , 

The reservoir will be created by 
the construction of four dikes and 
three main dams, connecting the se- 
ries of hills that are to form the 
basin’s rim. Only one of the dams 
will be rock-filled. The others will 
be of earth, such as that used at 


the San Fernando reservoir. At pres- |. 


ent only the two most tmportant 
dams will be constructed. This work 
will be pushed forward so that stor- 
age of water may begin early in the 
spring. The two main dams pro- 


vide a basin capable of holding 
from 8000 to 10,000-acre feet of 
water. The capacity will be vastly 
increased when the other dikes are 
built. The highest of these dams 
will be seventy feet and they will 
range down to a height of twenty 
feet. In the largest dam 750,000 cu- 
bic yards of earth will be required 
and the total content of these 
dikes and dams will be 1,040,000 
cubic yards. 


OPPOSE ORDINANCE. 


The Building Owners’ and Man- 
agers’ Association is preparing a pe- 
tition for filing with the City Coun- 
cil, asking for an amendment or re- 
peal of ordinance No. 26293, new se- 
ries, which requires the installation 
of automatic eprinkling systems in 
downtown office buildings. 

After consideration of the ordi- 
nance and its retroactive features, the 
association adopted resolutions de- 
claring this was an unnecessary re- 
quirement in fireproof bulidings, 
where there is at present no danger 
of fire, and where the installation of 
the sprinkling system would be a 
great expense to the building owners 
and would benefit no one except the 
sprinkling companies.
